In 18 9 8 the 
Illinois 
legisla ture 
pa ssed a la w requiring county trea s­ 
urers to publish the a ssessment list in 
the newspa pers, or in pa mphlet form. 
The object of the la w is a most excel­ 
lent one. 
It wa s well known tha t a 
grea t ma ny rich men refused or neg­ 
lected to give in a proper list of per­ 
sona l property, 
a nd a ssessors by un­ 
fa irly fa voring such people ha d not 
properly a ssessed them. 
Tha t is to 
sa y, the la w wa s pa ssed hoping tu 
stop the crime of ta x dodging. 
The 
poor ma n with his sma ll a mount of 
persona l property is compelled to pa y 
more tha n his sha re of ra xes beca use 
ma ny rich men returned perha ps less 
tha n ha lf the a mount of their per­ 
sona l property to the a ssessor. 
This 
ha s ha d the effect of ma king the poor 
ma n pa y more tha n his sha re of the 
ta xes 
He pa ys ta xes tha t his more 
a ble a nd well fixed neighbor should 
pa y. 
The la w wa s pa ssed a nd the effect 
wa s excellent. 
There wa s, a s we re­ 
member, a la rge increa se of the ta x 
receipts a nd it ca me from the people 
who should pa y—a nd tho*e who a re 
a ble to sta nd the burden, 
Under the rigid a nti-ta x dodging la w 
the ma n with property did not da re 
to give in to the a ssessor ha lf, or a 
qua rter, the a mount he should report, 
beca use he knew tha t the a mount of 
his a ssessment would be published 
for his neighbor to rea d. 
La st yea r, Ma rch 10, the Lee county 
boa rd of supervisors pa ssed a resolu­ 
tion tha t the “ present pra ctice of 
publishing the ta x lists of the severa l 
towns of Lee county, be a nd is hereby 
a bolished.” 
The boa rd ca lls a la w just put in 
force a "pra ctice,” a nd with not much 
a do “ a bolishes’’ the la w. 
We do not 
ima gine tha t the boa rd rea lized the 
extent a nd full bea ring a nd mora l ef 


feci of thé a ct: 
Aside from thé questiona ble policy 
of sa ting to the county, the fa ct be­ 
ing tha t the a ction of the supervisors 
in ordering tha t the ta x list be not 
published is a fina ncia l loss to the 
cuuniy; the publica tion of the a ssess­ 
ment list wa s designed to ma ke rich 
people sha re their fa ir proportion of 
the ta x a nd thus relieve the poor ma n 
who before the la w wa s pa ssed ha d 
pa id more tha n his sha re. 
However, la ying a side a ll questions 
of fa irness, of the justice a nd benefits 
of the la w, we would &Bk: 
W ha t right ha s the Lee County 
boa rd of supervisors to a nnul, “ a bol­ 
ish” or ignore a la w of the sta te of 
Illinois? 
Does the boa rd of super­ 
visors propose to procla im tha t it is 
a bove a nd superior to the Illinois 
legisla ture, the ODiy la wma king pow­ 
er in the sta te? 
If the boa rd of supervisors ca n ha ve 
the “ ga ll” to tell a county officia l 
tha t he ca n disobey one la w, officers 
ma y ta ke it into tbeir bea ds tha t 
there is no ha rm in disobeying a ny a ct 
of the legisla ture. One la w is just a s 
sa cred a s a nother, a nd a ma n who is 
fit to represent a ny township in Lee 
county on the boa rd of supervisors, 
should know enough to obey the la ws 
of the country a nd ha ve sufficient idea 
of wha t is good citizenship not to 
a dvise a county officia l to disobey the 
la ws. 
But a ga in: If the boa rd of super­ 
visors ha s the power or right 
to 
“ a bolish,” to use its own word, a la w 
of the sta te ca n we not expect tha t 
these officia ls will follow up their 
a ssumed preroga tive a nd a bolish a ny 
la w of Congress tha t Is obnoxious to 
them. 
Why not? The la ws of the 
la tter a re no more sa cred tha n those 
of the former. 
Disrega rd for the la ws of the la nd Is 
one of the serious mena ces of our na ­ 
tion; a threa t a ga inst the Republic— 
the 
ca rdina l 
contention 
of 
the 
a na rchist—therefor 
officers 
whose 
duty it is to see tha t la ws a re enforced 
—a pa rticula r 
preroga tive of the 
county supervisor-shoul i 
not pa ss 
resolutions requesting a county of­ 
ficia l to disobey the la ws. 
It is a sa cred duty conferred by la w 
upon the boa rd of supervisors, to see 
tha t ea ch county officers obeys the 
la w; especia lly in his officia l a cts. 
After pa ssing the resolutio: a bolish­ 
ing the la w, la ter in the summer of 
the sa me yea r, the boa rd of super­ 
visors, to give empha sis 
to tbeir 
illega l a ct* referring to the resolution 
pa ssed in Ma rch, a mong other expres- 


sions by resolutions tha t wa s pa ssed— 
Resoived tha t sa id boa rd of 
super­ 
visors "sha ll a ssume a ll resposibility 
for not 
publishing the sa id list a nd 
Sa ve, the supervisor of 
a ssessments 
ha rmless for not publishing the 
sa id 
list.” 
Why the Lee county boa rd of super­ 
visors should do such a n illega l a ct is 
beyond our comprehension 
Are they gentlem en who desire to 
shirk the sa cred responsibility of pa y­ 
ing their fa ir sha re of the ta xes? Are 
the members of the boa rd who voted 
for tha t resolution a fra id to ha ve the 
a mount of the property they ga ve in 
for a ssessment printed in the pa pers? 
Tha t which the boa rd a dvised the 
trea surer to do wa s by a ma jority con­ 
sidered a wrong or they would not 
ha ve a dded their gua ra ntee to him 
from 
punishment. 
Men 
a re 
not 
punished for doing wha t is right, 
honest a nd just. 
The first resolution ordering 
the 
trea surer to disobey the la w m ight be 
considered a sort of mista ke but the 
delibera te proposition 
a t the next 
meeting of the boa rd wa s a confirma ­ 
tion of a stra nge, illega l a nd very un­ 
wise a ct. 
Perha ps we a re 
over nice in 
this ma tter, but 
we ba ve a n old 
fa shioned notion tha t a ll la ws should 
be obeyed a nd enforced. 
Therefore it a ppea rs stra nge to us 
tha t the Lee County boa rd of Super­ 
visors should, by delibera te resolution 
—a nd its members must ba ve some 
sort of a n idea tha t a resolution of 
tha t body is a sort of jnfa ilia ble edict, 
overruling a ny la w of 
the la nd— 
promise to keep the trea surer “ ha rm­ 
less” from a ny results of bis disobey 
a nce of a certa in la w. 
But suppose a gra nd jury meets a t 
tne court bouse a t next term of court 
a nd the members of tha t body ha ve 
no sympa thy for a ta x-bider; 
a nd 
this bra nch of our circuit court con­ 
clude to indict the county trea surer 
for his unla wful officia l a ct, will the 
members of the boa rd ta ke his pla ce 
in ja il, or pa y the fine by voting tha t 
the funds for tha t purpose be ta ken 
out of the county trea sury? 
Or. suppose the gra nd jury ia dicts 
the members of the boa rd of super­ 
visors for conspiring with the trea s­ 
urer in disobeying the la w a s to his 
officia l duties. 
Who will then ba ck 
up the members of the boa rd who 
should get them selves into such a 
muss? 
How ca n the boa rd of supervisors, 
even by one of their infa llia ble reso­ 
lutions resolve 
effectua lly 
tha t a 
county officia l who ha s committed a 
crime esca pe punishment? 
The boa rd in its wisdom proba bly 
knows more a bout such a ffa irs tha n 
we do a nd will expla in by a nother 
resolution.
